The'Words are then you ſee a Periphraſis of Death, repre- 
ſented to us under the notion of a return, twofold , with reference 
co both its SubjeRts and Terms, The Subjects of it are Soul and 
Body, the Terms of it to the Earth, toGod: [_ Then ſhall the 
Duſt return to the Earth as it Was, and the Spirit ſhall return toGod 
that gave it. | | 


T hat I may go plainly to work , and not ſoar above the appre- 
henſions of any , I ſhall in this Verſe take notice of but two 
things. and they are, The riſe and tendency of Mans Body and 
Soul. His Body's rife, from the Earth ; its tendency , to Earth , 
Duſt thou art, and to Duſt thou ſoalt return, Gen. 3.19, His 
Soul's riſe, from God, he gave ict; its tendency, to God ; Ut ſhall 
return toGod that gave it. 


Theſe particulars in the words eaſily reſolve themſelyes into cwo 


Propokitions : | 
One touching the Body of Man, the other the Soul. 


That touching the Body is this : That it was from the Earth at 


the firft, andto Earth at length it muff. 


That concermng the Soul this-: T hat it had its being originally 
from God , and to God ultimately ſhall it return, 


Of which Propofitions by way of Explication firſt , as far as fhall 
be needful, and then by way of Application. 


The Body was from the Earth, how ? Our Bodies we now have 
according to the ordinary courſe of generation, from our Parents, 
they axe not immediately made of Earth , true: But Adam's Bo- 
dy the Holy Story witneſſeth was fo made, Gen. 2.

The things of the Body are, 'and muſt 
needs be earthly things; forthe Body it ſelf 1s but Earth, Let us 
mind the Body-leſs, and the Soul more ; Letusnotfeed the Swine 
and ſtarve the Child. The Soul is the Treaſure which we rave in 
theſe Earthen Veſlels., as they are call'd., 2 Cor, 4.7. > us 
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ſecure the Treaſure , 'and not be much ſolicitous about che 
Veilels. . 

( 3.) Are our Bodies Earth ? We might from hencetoo take 
notice of the infinite Wiſdom of God, the aaacwinatt cinie ©, 
as the Apoltle calls ir; who of ſuch rough mitcer can frame ſuch 
excellent pieces. Thijs commends the Workmans art , thar he 
can make Earth ſo glorious. Let us take notice of this,not to make 
us proud ( which we have been already civeated againſt) bur to 
cauſe us to glorifie God with theſe Bodies of ours. 

By the way too, Let us be hence confirmed in our belief of 
the Reſurretion, if God coud of very Earth make ſuch Bodies 
as theſe, why can he not of Earth raiſe crhemup again 2 No mat- 
ter whaz the {tuff be, if God be the Workman. ;

Let us not fear the wearing out of our Bodies in Gods Service , 
or the laying down theſe Earthly Tabernacles in his Cauſe for his 
ſake, andathis Cl: Little will we do for him, upon whom we 
will not beſtow a piece of Earth, ACrown of Glory is a good 
reward.
